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A RTIST’S CONCEPTION OF CO M PLETED PROCTOR DAM 


The a! ove artist's conception of the lYoctor Dam, 
the first construction phase o twhich is to begin 
in January, 1961, shows a major portion of the 
dam including’ the spillway, a portion of the reser­ 
voir lake and part of the below-dam area. The dam 
will be a rolled earth fill type and its overall length 
will be 13,-160 feet (over two miles). It will be 86 
feet above stream bed, and the dam’s crown will 
be 20 feet wide. The concrete spillway will have 
eleven taint er gates, each 40 feet wide by 35 feet 
h i h . 
Low flow outlets are two gate-controlled 
conduits, each 36 inches in diameter. The reser­ 
voir will have 38 miles of shoreline. 
The con­ 
servation pool level will cover 14,010 acres. 
Its 


total water storage capacity is 371,200 acre-feet. 
The project will be built by private contractors 
under the direction of the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers at an estimated cost of $18 million. It 
is to be completed in about four years. Kids are 
to be opened at the Comanche County Courthouse 
next Wednesday, January 11, for the first major 
work oil the new Proctor Dam and Reservoir. This 
is to be for the excavation of the spillway, and a 
portion of the embankment for the new Comanche 
County lake. Actual construction on this phase of 
the project is expected to get underway almost 
immediately.

T h e s p e a k e r 
seemed to think 
this was bad and 
that the other 21 
per cent of our 
people ought to be 
working. 
To us it seems 
fortunate that our 
high standard of 
living can be pro- Dr. K erthner 
duced by a work­ 
ing force of only 49 per cent of our 
people who are over 14. And it is 
most unfortunate and a ^cry severe 
indictment of socialism or govern­ 
ment-managed economy that 
in 
Soviet Russia 70 per cent of the 
people over 14 must toil to produce 
their very low standard of living. 
In Russia and other Communist 
lands we have seen women doing 
very heavy work — such as shovel­ 
ing sand, dirt and coai, working 
with men on railroad maintenance 
and construction gangs, cracking 
rock with hammers for road con­ 
struction and spreading this crushed 
rock on the roads with their bare 
feet for want even of hand tools. 
No wonder 70 per cent of the people 
over 14 have to work under the in­ 
efficient and always wasteful social­ 
ism existing in Communist lands. 
Capitalism with its more efficient 
means of production provides more 
leisure for more people. It is fortu­ 
nate that not so many mothers and 
elderly men and women have to 
work as is necessary in the Com ­ 
munist lands. Isn’t it desirable to 
have a little more leisure for cer­ 
tain parts of our population who 
have the responsibility for homes 
and children and who tnay be el­ 
derly or not in good health? 
The same speaker was complain­ 
ing about nearly 5 per cent of our 
working population being unem­ 
ployed. Before we shed too many 
tears over this fact, we would like 
to know how many of these are 
marginal workers, such as house­ 
wives who really do not want a job 
but work enough to maintain them­ 
selves the rest of the time on the 
unemployment roll, students who 
work in the summer in order to 
draw unemployment relief during 
the school year, elderly people who 
do not wich to work full-time be­ 
cause it would prevent them from 
drawing Social Security, those who 
prefer not to work a!! the time be­ 
cause they enjoy leisure and m ar­ 
ginal workers who are not really 
worth the minimum wage provided 
by law. If the truth could be known 
regarding these categories of work­ 
ers, the percentage of unemployed

Here is where animal experi­ 
mentation has erected many 
glaring danger signals. Chick­ 
ens, sheep, 
horses, cattle 
and laboratory animals, even 
fish, suffer when salt-starved. 
Symptoms have varied all the 
way from unthriftiness and 
slow growth or production, to 
a gradual wasting away and 
death. 
, 
T hese symptoms developed 
because salt and its two elem­ 
ents, sodium and chlorine are 
involved in all vital body proc­ 
esses, in respiration, digestion 
and blood circulation. Short­ 
change any one of these func­ 
tions in their essential chem­ 
ical requirements, and the re­ 


sults can be serious. 
Here are a few of the uses of 
salt in the body of man or 
bout: The chlorine is needed 
for the hydrochloric acid of the 
stomach juice to enable the di­ 
gestion of protein. The sodium 
w an important constituent of 
the bile and is necessary for 
intestinal digestion of all nu­ 
trients. Sodium also figures in 
the sodium bicarbonate of the 
blood for carrying poisonous 
carbon dioxide out of the body 
through the lungs. 
Other functions of salt af­ 
fect the response of muscles 
and nerves. In fact there are 
few body processes that do not 
in some degree make use of 
salt. 
Blood surely is identified 
with life itself. Its liquid part, 
the plasma, contains six per 
cent salt in addition to two 
per cent sodium bicarbonate. 
For robust good health, salt 
is as essential as any other nu­ 
trient. Be sure salt is mixed 
with the feed and, for larger 
farm animals, be sure salt is 
also available free choice at 
all times. 
Question: Are cobalt “bullets” 
the answer to the^ problem of 
cobalt deficiencies? 
Amtirer: Tests show these bul­ 
lets or pellets are effective, but 
so is the cobalt of trace min­ 
eral salt. As for economy, bul­ 
let treatments cost about $1 40 
per cattle and 42 cents for 
sheep. With a price differential 
of $18.00 per ton between plain 
salt and trace mineral salt, co­ 
balt can be provided in trace 
mineral salt for the merest 
fraction of the cost of the bul­ 
lets, and with all of the other 
trace minerals as a bonus.
